LAUSANNE, Nov. 22.—Turkey re- 
ceived another body blow in the near 
east peace conference today when the 
great powers rejected its demand for 
a plebiscite in western Thrace and de- 
7 cided that Ottoman territory in Europe 
should not be extended beyond the Ma- 
ritza river. ‘ 

Ismet Pasha, the leader of the Turk- 
ish delegation, will be permitted tomor- 
row to amplify his demand for the 1913 
frontiers of Turkey or for those result- 

| ing from the second Balkan war. They 
include Dedeagatch, Demotika, and 
Karagatch. But the great powers @)- 
ready have decided to deny this claim. 
Fears were expressed tonight that 
this decision may cause a rupture when 
it is made known to the Turks. Ismet 
in presenting his demands pointed out 
that the boundaries asked were neces- 
sary for the defense of Constantinople. 
The allies are expected to soften their 
refusal by referring the matter to a 
committee for investigation, which 
would hold the question in abeyance 
for some time.

They have practi- 
cally determined on the adoption of the 
American plan put forward by Frank 
Polk at the Paris conference in 1919. 
This plan gives Bulgaria the free use 
of a railway to the port of Dedeagatch, 
which would remain Greek territory. 
This procedure was made possible by 
the adoption today of a proposal put 


for a demilitarized zone from five to 
ten miles wide around Turkish territory 
from the Black sea to the Afgean for 
the security of neighbors of the Otto- 
mans. 

With the adoption of a plan to place 
Dedeagatch, iacluding the railway and 
port, in a neutral zone security would 
be afforded to Greece, Jugo-Slavia, and 
Bulgaria. 

Venizelos Protests New Concessions. 

M. Stambouliski of Bulgaria asked 
the conference today to ullow his 
country a corridor to the Agen sea, 
including Dedeagatch, which was pro- 
vided for by Bulgaria’s treaty with 
Turkey in 1915. When this was op- 
posed by both Greece and the great 
powers M. Stambouliski asked that an 
autonomous state under the lcague of 
nations supervision be established to 
secure Bulgaria this outlet. 

When former Premier Venizelos pro- 
tested vehemently that Greece could 
not make further concessions than 
those consented to at the Mudania con- 
ference the Bulgarian premier dropped 
the request. 

Fears Defense of Constantinople. 

Ismet opened the morning session to- 
day by putting forward a demand for 
an increase in Turkish territory in 
Europe. The Maritza river boundary, 
offered by the allies, he pointed out, 
gives Turkey Adrianople, but not 
Adrianople's railway station, which is 
at Karagatch, across the Maritza 
river, where the Balkan section of the 
Berlin-Bagdad railway passes en route 
to Constantinople, 

Stressing stragetic importance, Ismet 
said that it would be impossible for the 
Turks to deten their capital unless 
the entire railway from the Bulgarian 
frontier eastward was placed in Turk 
ish hands. This is significant in view 
of the Turkish demand for the right to 
defend Corstantinople from naval 
menace, which enters the controversy 
regarding the demilitarization of the 
Dardanelles. For this reason anxiety 
is felt and it is a question whether 
Angora will be willing to accept the 
allies’ rejection of its envoy’s demands. 

Lord Curzon, M. Barrere of France, 
and Sig. Garroni of Italy presented the 
viewpoints of their respective govern- 
ments regarding the Turkish claime. 
The three delegates of the great pow- 
ers were unanimous in their decision 
to refuse to grant an incease in Turk- 
ish territory or to allow a plebiscite. 
Their refusal was based on the fact 
that neither point was mentioned in 
the Mudania armistice agreement. 

Soviet Delegation Arrives.

“You are the greatest man in the 
world,” exclaimed the pianist states- 
man. 

“No, Paderewski, you are the great- 
est,” the Tiger corrected him. “I was 
moved to tears when you told at the 
peace conference of the sufferings of 
Poland.” 

Their chat ended, the Frenchman 
said: “ Before I go home I want to 
hear you play. When shall I have that 
pleasure? a 

In a flash they held hands again. 

“Master,” said the pianist; “I will 

play for you now.” 
Leading the Pole by the hand, Clem- 
enceau almost danced downstairs to 
the music room, shouting like a boy 
and summoning the household to 
“come and hear; come and hear.” 

Paderewski seated himself, looked 
at the Tiger, then leaned back, closed 
his eyes, and played. Four times 
he played. And through it all, from 
first to last, Clemenceau sat erect in 
his chair, staring intently at his friend, 
his features a kaleidoscope of the pas- 
sion and pathos of the music. 

As Paderewski finished and prepared 
to take leave, Clemenceau caressed him 
again and thanked him.

Birmingham, Nov. 23.—At 2 
o’clock this m eighty-three bodiee 
had been. recovered from the Dolo- 
mite mine No. 3 of the Woodward 
Iron company, where 475 coal miners 
were entombed by a dust explosion 
yesterday afternoon. Officials of the 
company announced that they feared 
the total loss might reach 100. 

Sixty other workers have been 
rescued suffering from injuries. 

According to company officials the 
explosion occurred simultaneously with 
the crash of three “skip” cars which

where loaded coal cars were assembled 


explosion occurred. So great was the 
blast that the flames belched upward 
all the way to the mine entrance, 1,100 
feet away, and then continued on 200 
feet further to the mine tipple, setting 
this afire, . 

About fifty men were working in the 
“yards” at the time and all of these 
men were either killed or injured. 

At a late hour last night the main en- 
trance to mine No. 3 was cleared and 
rescue workers were using this en- 
trance to enter the mine and continue 


their work. 


Many of these were the skilled work- 
men empleyéd in the underground 
“yards.” Rescue crews there found 
mangled bodies and a score of injured 
men with twisted steel and splintered 
wood. ; 

More than 300 uninjured workers 
were pped for several hours, 4 
connecting No. 3 mine with 
No. 2 mine, afforded an exit for scores, 


surface by the mine mouth when it 


was cleared. 
Official Midnight Statement. 

Frank H. Crovkard, president ot the 
Woodward company, made the foallow- 
ing statement at midnight: 

“Air currents have deen estab- 
lished in the mine and parts can 
be entered. The mine itself is not 
seriously damaged by the explosion. 

“The explosion was poséibly caused 
by cars breaking loose and running 
down the slope, when electfic sparks 
exploded the dust kicked up by the 


speeding cars.

BILL COMES UP 
AT THIS SESSION 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[(Spe 
cial.I— Rural credits legislation began 
to take form today when a new bill 
sponsored by the American National 
Live Stock association and approved by 
Fugene Meyer Jr., managing director of 
the War Finance corporation, was made 
public. 

The bill was presented by Fred H. 
Bixby, president of the association, at 
a conference of a number of members 
of the senate farm bloc and will be in- 
troduced in the senate tomorrow by 
Senator Capper [Kas J. head of the 
farm bloc. 

The bill authorizes the formation of 
agricultural credit corporations with a 
minimum capital of $260,000. The cor- 
porations would furnish credit on agri- 
cultural products.

MR. CLEMENCEAU TALKS 
- TO AMERICA. 


Mr. Clemenceau is here in the role of a whole- 
hearted advocate for his country, a rdle which 
American diplomats and emissaries can well afford 
to study and one in which he is welcome. 

He is here in appreciation of the fact that Amer- 
ican foreign policy is directed by the American peo- 
ple, a matter that he ignored when he obtained 
from President Wilson at the peace conference a 
treaty entirely to his liking. But the American 
senate rejected the treaty and the American people 
afterward affirmed the rejection. The consequence 
has been that France is less well off than if Mr. 
Clemenceau’s victory over President Wilson had 
not been so overwhelming. 

In his new role Mr. Clemenceau is rendering us 
a service by letting in light on some of the mys 
teries of the war and the peace. He says that but 
for America at the time of the armistice France 
would have gone on to Bertin. 

Mr. Clemenceau also says that Mr. Lloyd George 
has @irectly misstated the conversation between 
himself and Mr. Clemenceau over the treaty 
he and President Wilson signed regarding the pro- 
tection of France against Germany. Undoubtedly 
more revelations from Mr. Clemenceau are to fol. 
low, and undoubtedly they will eall for responses 
from other figures in the great drama.

THE SOLUTION OF GRAIN 
TRANSPORT TROUBLES. 


The Canadian government finds itself confronted 
with the difficult task of relieving the congestion 
of grain movement between the head of the lakes 
and the seaboard. Reports from Goderich, Port 
Colborne, and Montreal to the dominion authorities 
at Ottawa show the congestion is so serious as to 
greatly delay marketing and check the business 
prosperity of western Canada. 

At the same time an Omaha authority complains 
| that movement of Canadian grain in bond over 
American railroad lines, and on American boats 
from Lake Superior ports, is delaying American 
deliveries so seriously that American farmers are 
suffering severe losses. An embargo against Ca- 
nadian grain offered under bond for transportation 
on American lines is asked by some western 
shippers.

The solution of such difficulties and the removal 
of such economic handicaps is so simple as to 
be obvious. It is the construction of the St. 
Lawrence seaway. That improvement has been 
formally approved by the international joint com- 
mission after many months of painstaking investi- 
gation. Secretary Hughes has asked the dominion 
government to negotiate a treaty ufider which the 
Seaway could be constructed. She dominion gov- 
ernment, influenced strongly by shipping and 


water power interest in the province of Quebec, 


has declined on the ground that the time is no: 


opportune. 

Meanwhile the great productive western prov- 
inces of Canada suffer, and the dominion as a 
whole suffers heavy economic losses. At the same 
time middle western producers in the United States 
are similarly handicapped and penalized by lack. 
of adequate trans . This season grain is 
being carried by lake freighters some 1,000 miles 
through four lakes and the Soo locks to Buffalo 
at a rate of about 2 cents a bushel, while the 
same grain is taged 17% cents a bushel for trans- 
portation some 370 miles from Buffalo to Montreal. 
With the completion of the St. Lawrence seaway 
this freight differential would be removed, trans- 
shipment charges at Buffalo and again at Montreal 
Would be removed, time would be shortened by 
many hours, and congestion could be eliminated. 

In such circumstances it is difficult to under- 
stand how eastern Canada can block the develop- 
ment which means so much to western Canada 
directly, and to the entire dominion indirectly. 
A friendly warning to the obstructionists may be 
found in the statement of Gov. Preus of Minnesota, 
explaining the recent midwestern verdict against 
the G. O. P. in the congressional elections. He 
declares the midwestern repudiation of Republican 
candidates to be due directly to a general revolt 
of citizens in this territory to eastern domination, 
such as New Yor opposition to the St. Lawrence 
seaway. He might have added “ Pittsburgh plus” 
and other economie and political abuses which 
have had effective support in the east to the dis- 
advantage of the west. 

Canada might well take a lesson from that. The 
seaway is such a logical and needed improvement 
that every shipper and producer in western Canada 
and midwestern United States can see an imme- 
diate economic gain through its development. It 
means cash in their pockets, and large amounts 
of cash.

CIVILIAN AID IN WAR 


Money spent on national defense js begrudged 
by Congress and doubtless by a good may tax- 
pay That we should obtain means for a mili- 
tary and naval establishment even on the moderate 
svalé recommended by those who are competent to 
judge in such matters is, therefore, out of the 
question. But a great deal to strengthen our mili- 
lary conditions can be done without expenditure 
of money, and we are glad that Gen. Pershing and 
Maj. Gen. Harbord are calling attention to the 
civilian phase of preparation. 

Modern wars are not merely the job of the pro- 
fessional soldier. They require a tremendous 
organization of civilian effort. They require a 
drastic reorganization of economic activity, with 
readjustments which affect the whole nation. 

It is folly and worse than folly to procrastinate 
and postpone this phase of preparation until war 
is declared. It is folly because this phase of prepa- 
ration costs little or nothing in money. It is worse 
than folly because procrastination means enor- 
mous avoidable waste of Money when war arrives 
and, what is more deplorable, avoidable waste of 
life and prolongation of the war, if not defeat. 

In the late war our system of war production, 

procurement, and supply had to be improvised. 
Our plan of civilian control had to be invented and 
amended under pressure of war conditions. From 
that experience we should have learned enough to 
create a practical system for thé prompt and 
efficient mobilization of the nation’s resources in 
case of danger. Gen. Pershing reports that the 
war department has a plan under consideration 
for an @fficiency council or board of control. If 
we draw correct inferences from Gen, Pershing's 
speech in New York last Friday, this council will 
be made tip mainly of civilians of large experience 
in commerce, manufacture, and transportation, 
who are competent to direet the production and 
supply of war necessities in such manner us to 
obtain the best results with greatest efficiency and 
such economies as are compatible with the exi- 
gencies of war. 

Such a council undoubtedly should be created 
and it should function in peace in the preparation 
of plans, the selection of competent personnel, the 
thorough organization of information. But civilian 
experience and competence should dominate origi- 
nal supply. It is the function of the military com-

A new anti-smoke campaign in Chicago has been 
launched by Health Commissioner Bundesen. He 
has organized a smoke abatement commission de- 
signed to reduce the evil. H. W. Evans, chairman 
of the commission, says the annual loss directly at- 
tributable to the smoke evil in Chicago is $20,000,- 
900. That should be sufficient, even without the 
evidence constantly before our eyes, to fix public 
attention on the evil and win support for any 
movement which promises to reduce it. 

Frankly, however, though we have full sympatlry 
with the effort, we do not expect to see Chicago 
restored promptly to. pristine cleanliness through 
the new commission. It may help. We hope it 
does. But at best it cannot do one-tenth or one 
hundredth part of what the citizens of Chicago 
could do without such a commission if they were 
Willing or intelligent enough to do the obvious 
things. 

Smoke is largely due to carelessness or igno 
rance. It ig due to improper combustion of fuel. 
Thus gases, soot, and various combustibles are 
carried into the air to lodge on buildings, on white 
collars, on carpets and hangings, and in lungs and 
nostrils. Every bit of smoke released to do such 
damage is evidence of waste. Properly built fur- 
naces and proper building and stoking of fires win 
save perhaps half the coal bill due to poor ‘furnaces 
and unintelligent firing. At the same time they 
could save probably more than half of the $20,000,- 
000 now estimated as the annual damage due to 
smoke in Chicago. 

Intelligent factory managers know this. The 
best managed factories are the least smoky ones. 
They burn their coal instead of driving it away 
through the chimney to soil a neighbor's facade. A 
big factory cannot afford to waste coal. When it 
does 80 it is because of neglect or inefficiency of 
an employee and is promptly corrected if the man- 
agement is awake. How, then, can a small house 
or flat owner afford to waste his fuel at the present 
high prices? He cannot. A little study and a 
little supervision of janitors will show the way to 
savings which will be immense in the aggregate. 

A cleaner and more healthful and more prosper- 
ous city can result from such efforts. There is e 
field for the new smoke abatement commission.

The problem of our defense establishment today 
ig to develop a system under which civilian ability 
and experience can be utilized to the full in case 
of war; it is a problem of properly codrdinating 
and articulating civilian ability with military by 
clarifying their proper spheres and devising a 
sound scheme of codperation.

SKIN NEEDS FRESH AIR. 
OST of the good effects of fresh 


and most of the harmful effects 
of foul air are due to the depressing in- 
fluence of quiet, warm air on the skin. 

The old theory was that men threw 
off poisons in the air they exhaled. It 
may be they do, but, up to date, the 
finest chemical and bacterial tests have 
failed to show that there is such 4 
poison. ‘ 

The next theory was that the harmful 
effegts were due to low oxygen and high 
carbonic acid content. The airplane 
knocked the last prop from under the 
first part of that theory. The record al- 
titude flying and the laboratory experi- 
menting done in connection therewith 
have established the minimum proportion 
of oxygen required in air for human use 
and the neint at which it is necessary for 
the flyer to supply oxygen to the air he 
breathes. This point is well below any 
percentage ever reached in any living 
room, store or factory. 

— 

As to the carbonic acid content, ft is 
proved that the human animal can stand 
far higher percentages than are ever 
found in basements and subways, and 
that the reason for C O 2 standards in 
ventilation ordinances ig that they may 
measure air stagnation, and not to esti- 
mate harmfulness directly. 

People need moving cool air if they 
are to keep healthy, especially during 
the winter months. The temperaturs 
needed will depend upon what they are 
engaged in. If they are sitting quietly, 
and especially if they are along in years, 


A temperature higher than that is al- 
ways harmful except in bath rooms and 
nurseries at certain hours. 

If the occupation is one entailing con- 
siderable muscular activity, the temper- 
ature must be well below 70. 


~ 

Not only must the air de cool; f must 
be moving. A reasonable number of 
drafts, of reasonable force and tempera- 
ture, are a necessity, but the draft busi- 
ness can be overdone. 

Authorities are agreed now that even 
temperatures are harmful. For a room 
to be healthy, the temperature must rise 
and fall through several degrees. 

Our fathers had an excellent plan and 
we will do well to follow it. Every 
half hour, or hour, they would throw up 
the windows and blow out the foul air. 
Incidentally, they would lower the tem- 
perature of the room and freshen the 
alr, As a rule, during this period of 
alr freshening, the occupants of the room 
stirred around. Those who were about 
to fall to sleep over their books came 
to life.

EMBARRASSING MOH 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Gingerbread. 


There are pleasant rhymes and 
stories and songs for children about 
gingerbread. Almost every sort of 
figure to delight children has been 
made in hard gingerbread, which is 
now but rarely seen, but those who 
know how to make Christmas cookies 
still make it. Hot gingerbread has 
been the vogue for afternoon tea in 
some sections nowadays, which fact 
may be due to two causes. An excel- 
lent gingerbread was made in war 
times of all barley flour. then 


gingerbread 12 — equal in its med- 


ical effects to bran muffins, and often 
much more pleasant to eat, especially 
to children. 


For a small sheet of gingerbread 
about eight inches square and medium 
thick make the following batter: Cream 
one-four cup of fat with one-half cup 
of sugar. (Tried out chicken fat is ex- 
cellent for gingerbread and a common 
product at this season.) Add one-half 
cup of molasses and beat the whole, 
then add spices and beat in—one-half 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-half teaspoon 
of ginger, with one-half teaspoon salt 
and beat these in. Fruit—one-half cup 
raisins or dates—may also be added at 
this point o or r floured and added near the.

Save out a tablespoon of the mix- 
ture now in which to dissolve one-half 
teaspoon soda, scant, and stir in one 
and a half cups of flour—a trifle more 


or a trifle less as need may be, as 


shown by consistency of batter and 
perhaps by character of fruit. Dis- 
solve the soda and stir it in thorough- 
ly and then fold in one beaten egg. 


Pour into buttered haking pan and 
bake one-half hour, or from five to ten 
minutes more in a 375 degree oven. 
Gingerbread must not be burned 
yet must not be sticky or crumb.
